the minimum number of cases since 
1905 at 100.000. The article Is written 
by Dr. Jacolyn Manning, who was sec- 
retary of the West Wisconsin District 
Medical society and in charge of the 
wark of stamping out tho «Pld«m'c 
there. During the past year Dr. Man- 
ning has made a specialty of the study 
of infantile paralysis and her fieId ha.

Flexner and Lewis Inoculated 
an anesthetized monkey by Introduc- 
ng directly Inside the brain an emul- 
sion of the spinal cord of a human vic- 
tim of this disease. After a few day" 
the monkey became 111. and then fol- 
lowed the paralysis with the 
same 


symptoms noticed In human victims ot 
the disease then and now epidemic In 
this country. 


•Virus- taken from this first monkey 


victim produced 
tho same 
disease 


through twenty-five relays of thoso 
apes. At llrst an emulsion of the spinal 
oord of a dead victim was Introduced 
inside the brain by an operation. Later 
tho virus was placed in the stomach 
with the same result. As the experi- 
ments advanced and It he-came evident 
that the mucous lining of the nose and 
throat aabsorbed the poison, some of 
the secretion from the nose and throat 
of an infected monkey was rubbed on 
the noso of another monkey with the 
same result—the dlseaao \vas com- 
municated. It was found that the virus 
could be transmitted even by Inhaling 
a strong emulsion of the poison. These 
experiments demonstrated: 


"First. The Infectious nature of pol- 


iomyelitis. 


"Second. 
The contagious nature o 


poliomyelitis. 


"Third.' Tho presense of the conta 


glon In the secretions of the nose. 
^ "Fourth. That the nasal secretions 
ot a case of poliomyelitis would pro- 
duce the disease la another animal. 


"Fifth. That an animal or child was 


most apt to contract the disease. If its 
lips, mouth, or nose came Into contact 
with the secretions of the mouth or 
nose of a victim already suffering from 
the disease." 
v 
There is probably no other one thing 


that is causing the mothers of the na- 
tion more worry than the spread of in- 
fantile paralysis, which has proved to 
be both Infectious and contagious. Dr. 
Manning tells how any mother may tell 
whether her ailing child is suffering 
from the malady, and what to do If 
It is. 
" 
"Infantile paralysis comes on the 


victim within from one to 
fourteen 


days after exposure to infection." says 
Dr. Manning. "The first symptoms 
may not be distinct, although usually 
there Is a slight running at the nose 
An extreme tenderness along the spinf 
and of the limbs Is noticeable, 
the 


use of the muscles may be impaired, 
and then follows paralysis. 


"The victim, usually a child, lies on 


its side with rigid neck and"1 head n 
trifle retracted. Is sllghtty delirious and 
In a state of semi-coma which differs 
materially from a natural sleep. Nerv- 
ous twitching and tenderness along the 
spine are marked. 
The tenderness 


on one or both thighs is eo great that 
the child screams aloud If placed in a 
sitting position. If an arm is parajyzec 
subsequently 
the parents will recall 


that the child cried whenever that arm 
was touched. The pulse Is rapid, ir- 
regular, running, often reaching a rati 
impossible to count. The temperatu- 


anges from 101 to 107 degrees.

be digestive disturbances, but 


he physician usually finds a profound- 
y torpid condition of the organs o! 
elimination, paralysis usually follows 
n forty-eight hours. 
In fatal cases 


death results from the third to the fifth 
day. 


"Tho secretion of the nose and throat 


of a victim of the disease carries the 
poison, and other persons may be in 
Cected by these germs. The poison has 
been spread throughout a state from 
one public, promiscuous gathering, sucl 
ac a countty fair, a Fourth ot Juli 
celebration, a street fair. It has been 
taken from New York to Cuba. It wa: 
brought from Scandinavia to America. 


'Paralysis may be the only symptom 


noted. A child fretful on retiring may 
wako with paralysis of leg or nrm. The 
paralysis usually, however, comes on 
at the end of tho second day ot illness 
and gradually extends for the 
next 


seventy-two hours. It may appear a: 
late as two weeks after the Initial Ill- 
ness. TH« legs are more upt to be af- 
fected, as in the record cltlcd above a 
trlfie over 60 per cent, were paralyzed 
In one or both lower extremities. This 
paralysis Is usually not total, and the 
child himself will make a hopeful prog- 
nosis when he discovers he can wriggle 
his toes. Tho paralysis will begin to 
clear. In favorable cases, from the lift] 
to the tenth day after It was first ap- 
parent, and may entirely disappear.

And there was Caiaphas. the son-in- 
law of Annas, who was the nominal 
high priest. Jesus was brought both 
beforo Annas and Caiaphas; presum- 
ably both lived In the same palace. 


Two of the apostles followed Jesus 


to the palace of the high priest, one of 
them more closely than the other. In 
John's Gospel we read:-' "Simon Peter 
followed Jesus, and so did another dis- 
ciple. 
Now that disciple was known 


unto the high priest, and entered with 
Jesus Into the court of the high priest; 
but Peter was standing nt tho door 
without" (John 18:iri-lG.) 
"And so

that of New York, Chicago and San Francisco put 
together—while you can put in one or two foreign 
capitals for good measure.

you don't believe It and If you won't believe our har- 
bornias^cr, look at t.he lines of freight cars for forty 
miles nut on every trunk line railroad that gets in 
here.

Not Unlike New York. 


In a general way Pittsburg has a situation not un- 


like that of the great metropolis of the continent 
For New York's East Iliver substitute the Mononga- 
hela, for the Hudson 
the Allegheny, and let the 


Ohio, beginning Us long course at the Point—Pitts- 
burg's Battery—represent the two harbors of New 
York. Then yon begin to get the rough resemblance. 
To the south of the Monongahela, Pittsburgh Brook- 
lyn is Birmingham, set under the half day shadows 
of tlic towering cliffs of Mount Washington, Alle- 
gheny—now a part of Greater Pittsbnrg and seml-offl- 
elally known a* ihe north side—corresponds In loca- 
tion with Jersey City. 


And the problems thnt have beset Pittsburg in her 


tjro\vth have been almost the very problems that from 
the first have hampered the growth of metropolitan 
New York. If her rivers have been no such stupend- 
ous affairs ns have been those of this city, the over- 
powering hills and mountains thnt close In upon her 
on every side have presented barriers of equal magni- 
tude. To conquer them has been the labor of many 
tunnels, of steel, inclined railroads, the like of which 
Is not to be seen in any other great city In America. 
It has been no easy conquest. 


As a result of nil this, the growth of the city has 


been uneven and erratic. Down on the narrow spit 
of flat land at the Junction of the two rivers that go 
to inake the Ohio—a location exactly corresponding 
with Manhattan Island below the City Hall and bf 
even less area—Is the business centre of the place— 
wholesale and retail stores, banks, office buildings, 
railroad passenger terminals, hotels, theatres nnd the 
like. The same causes that'made tho skyscraper a 
necessity In New York city have worked a liko neces- 
sity In Pittsburg. 
, 
~ 


passenger trains arrive nnd depart In the course of a 
single business day, and ninety-five per cent of these . 
are run for the sole benefit of the suburbanite. 


So congested have even these railroad facilities be- ' 


come that the city cries bitterly for a transit relief 
and experts are nojv at work planning a subway sys- , 
tern to aid both the steam roads nnd the over- ;

They are chariots of steel, not much 
smaller than those that daily thread our own blessed 
subway, and when they como to you they make you 
think of locomotives. The trucks are equipped with 
heavy driving rods, precisely like those of a locomo- 
tive. The heavy car Itself gives a sense of strength 
and hill capability. But the company staggers twice 
daily under a traffic that is far beyond its facilities— 
and it staggers under its political burdens. 


For it is as much as your very life Is worth to "talk 


back" to a Pittsbnrg car conductor. The conductor 
is an arm of the big political machine tlmt holds 
that ^Western Pennsylvania town in the very hollow 
of Its ample hand. 
The conductors get their jobs 


through their Aldermen, a/hd they hold them through 
their Aldermen. So if n New York man forgets thnt 
he is 440 miles from Broadway and gets to assert- 
ing his mind to the man that runs the car let him 
look out. for trouble. 
Chances are nine to one that 


lie will be hauled up before a Magistrate for break- 
ing the pence, and thnt another arm of the political 
machine will come down hard upon him.

The passenger was in the right and the conductor 
knew It. But the conductor answered that protest 
with a volley of profanity.

Ho remembered 
that iu Liberty and In Penn Avenues—two of the chief 
shopping streets in the city—long trails of freight 
cnrs were constantly being shifted by dirty switch 
engines in among the trolley cnrs, while further up 
those same avenues the Fort Wayne railroad tracks 
formed two of the nastiest grade crossings in Amer- 
ica. When a fine new hotel was finally built away out 
Fifth avenue he could "it on Its porch and face Pitts- 
burg's famous farm. 
The Scheiiley farm stretched 


over the hill nnd far nwny. Its barns were sharply 
silhouetted upon the horizon, rail rlg-zag fences ran

now, for it was 1758 thnt saw a permanent settlement 
started there at the junction of the three great rivers.

Prick nncl Mr. Carnegie have been engaged In n 
rivalry as to which could erect the higher skyscraper 
and most effectually block out (be front facade of 
the. 
exquisitely beautiful' Allegheny county Court 


House that II. II. Richardson designed n score of 
years ago. At IJraddock's defeat George Wasulngtoi 
fought, and It was no less a prophetic mind than that 
of the Father of His Country which foresaw and 
prophesied that PiUtsburg, with proper transportation 
facilities, would become one of the master cities of 
the country. 


To-day, when FiUsburg men grow nervous in one of 


their chronic fits of agitation—generally started by 
some upstart city such ns Chicago or 
claiming herself the future centre of the 
dustry-—she gains comfort from the sayings of two 
Presidents—General Washington, as just quoted, and 
.Tmlgc K. II. Gary, at tho head of the United States 
Steel Corporation—who went out there within the 
month \v,Jlh'ihe foreign guests of tlic Iron nnd Stoel 
Institute nnd told the Pittsburg men to lie of good 
cheer—the centre of the steel Industry was irrevoca- 
bly fixed within tneir'comnninlty. 
After that tlusy 


breathed more easily, mid fell to n new prldi; in the 
contemplation of a Irnllic in a twelvemonth that 
reached-to the enormous total of HJU.OOO.OOO tons. 


Philadelphia stands at the extri'ijin east end of 


Pennsylvania; I'lllshiirg is tho western gateway of 
the Keystone State. 
Yet two pens In n pod were 


never half as different. 
Philadelphia stands for con- 


servatism, PHtsburg for progress. 
While Philadel- 


phia was climbing to the zenith of her power'and In- 
fluence through tii« first three-qunrtors of the fast 
century nnd reaching her npotheosls in the great 
Centennial, Pittsburjf was quiet under her smoke. 


The farm was n sore point lu PIttsburg's. develop- 


ment. It occupied a tract somewhat similar in loca 
tion to that of Central Park In Manhattan, nnd the 
struggling, growing town crawled its wny around the 
obstacle slowly—then grew many miles east once 
again. 
Resentment gathered against the fnrm, and 


finally a bill wns slipped through at Hnrrisburg im- 
posing double taxes on property held by persons resld 
lug out of ithe United States—a distinct slnp at the 
Schenloy cstnlc.'

The 


farm has begun to disappear—the University of Pitts- 
burg is absorbing its last: undeveloped slope for an 
American Acropolis itlmt shall put: Athens to the pale. 
The new athletic club, the lUI/.-Cnrllon development 
of the. Hotel Scheiiley, the great Soldiers' Memorial 
Hull which Allegheny county hns justijflnished, the 
even greater Carnegie Institute, the graceful, twin 
spired Cathedral, are nil going toward tho milking of 
this line, new civic centre, nnd Plttsburg being Pitts- 
burg and tho Pirates seeing heroes, Forbes Field the 


V 


fittest-baseball park In all this land—a wizardry of steel 
and glass nnd concrete—is a distinctive feature of 
this improvement. 


The New Pittsburg. 


The freight trains are gone from the downtown 


shopping streets,, and the two wicked grade crossings 
disappeared when the Pennsylvania built its splendid 
iH-w'Union Station. Other fine railroad terminals and 
lien- hotels have added to the comfort of the stranger. 
They arc beginning in a faint way to give transfers 
on the trolley carsv and there is promise that some 
day wayfarers will not b« taxed a penny every time 
they walk across the bridges that bind the heart of 
the city. 


The bridge companies are private affairs, paying 


from fifteen to twenty per cent in annual dividends, 
and they hang pretty tightly on to their Wnanzas. 
But the Pittsburg Chamber of Commerce is after 
them, and that chamber Is a fairly energetic body. 
It has already sought the devil In his lair and'trled 
:•„• abolish, the smoke nuisance, with some definite re- 
sults. 


A New York girl who has been living in Pittsburg 


for the last four years complained that she never had 
seen but two sunsets there. There is hope for that 
girl. If the Chamber of Commerce keeps hard at Its 
nnti-sniokc campaign she tuny yet stand on the Point 
and down the muddy Ohio see something that dimly 
resembles the glorious dying of the day, as one sees / 
it from the heights of New York city's Riverside Drive. 


A keen eyed man sat in an easy chair iu the luxury 


of tho Uuquosne Club and faced the New Yorjc m»n. 


"Are we sw bad?" lie demanded. "You New York 


men like to paint us that way- You judge US falsely. 
You think that when you come out here yon are goins 
to see a sort of a modern Sodom, bowing to all the 
gods of money nnd the gods Of the high tariff. You 
think you arc going to fairly revel iu a wide open 
town, in tlic full significance of that phrase, and wliut 
do you see?

reason why it all should be charged against Pitts- 
burg? 1'ittsburg has enough troubles of her own, 
without borrowing any additional oucs. 


"Tho trouble is we've been making too much money 


to notice much about the boys, or give a proper at- 
tention to vsomc pretty vital civic problems—that's 
why the rottenness cropped out in the city councils. 
It's Hie taint of the almighty dollar. New Yorker— 
why Mr. Carnegie made about :i hundred of us milllou-

• ready money myself; and wondering If I couldn't cut 


down on my house rent of $1.200 n yc:ir nnd "got nfy 
ivlfc to keep two hired girls instead of three. Then 
you know what happened. Carnegie himself took over 
rhe bonds at a cold two hundred million dollars. 
Witliin a week I wns in New York talking with an 
im'liitoct about building a new house for the missus 
nnd getting passage tickets through to Europe."

Into the Slums. 


"We're going down Into the slums," ho said. "Icnn 


show you n single block where thirteen different Inn- 
sunges arc spoken. That's the new Pittsburg—taking 
up one another's burdens or something of that sort 
tlioy call it. It's queerriiiitil you get used to it, and 
when you do get used to It. it makes you feel like get- 
ting up on the roof and yellins that Pittsburgh going 
to bo the greatest city on earth, and not just-greatest 
in tonnage'or In dollars.

!!»• middle of February. 1903, and since It 
ilunls with cannibals imd there is quite a 
hit of dispute amon£ armchair authorities on 
tlie state of African cannibalism it seems wise 


to me to relate a few of the facts concerning man- 
eating, as I hare observed it. 


Jly first experience with cannibals came soon after 


my taking up constabulary work. 
I had left Boma 


" on a tribal pacificatory mission some we«ks be-fore, 


and, with a company of twenty native policemen and 
sixty porters, was making an overland journey be- 
tween two of the upper tributaries. 


One of my porters had cut his foot on somt> sharp 


bit of something, and In his efforts to carry his load 
and keep pace with the others had got himself into 
« dreadful state before I was iiwarc that h« was In- 
capacitated. ,When 1 knew It I at once detailed two 
of my men to drrtde Ws load, carry his arms and 
help bini, 
if he got so badly off that he could not 


travel they were Instructed to remain wltli htm U« 
camp until he roulil follow after us. We had planned 
to camp for some days as soon ns we reached -water. 


The second day thereafter I noticed the men I had 


detailed in tbelr places, but the cripple was not to bo 
seen. 


"Where is Unsbana?" I asked. 
"Oh. master, his Illness overcame him last evening 


and he died. We burled him by the dry river and 
came on," was the answer. 


Some weeks later a report reached me from hend- 


qoarters in which a missionary charged that he had 
found evidence of men attached to my party having 
killed and eaten one of their own number. I 
sent for the two I had detailed to care for the man 
wlth-lbc hurt foot and told them that the devils had 
told me the whole story. In fact, I reconstructed the 
picture- very vividly for the precious pair, ending by 
demanding why they had killed «nd eaten their com- 
rade, Unshana. 


"Ho could po no more and we could not carry him. 


Only his leg was bad, and why should so much good 
meat go to waste?" 
v 


The punishment for cannibalism being death, I bad 


the two of them shot at onca, 


The Captive Americans. 


I was In command of a small party in the month 


of the year which I have mentioned and we were 
encamped on a well protected island o£ the great 
river when we heard shouts from the north bank and 
I saw three white men, in one of whom I recognized 
a very famous1 character of the Congo. He had ap- 
peared about ten years before without telling any one 
of his previous lite or the cause of his hiding away In 
the jungle and had entered on the life of a hunter 
and trader, spending all of his time with the blacks. 
He was known among white men as Nemo and among 
the blacks as Uudole. The two men with him I did 
not know. 
Sending my pirogue with its crew of 


rowers I soon tiad itheni in camp. 


I did not speak English at that time, but TJndele 


very quickly told me the story in the native tongue. 
He had been employed to guide the two Americans 
and, a third friend. 
As nearly as I remember the 


details the third 
man, John Harris Walton by

blacks and had doubtless been killed and perhaps 
eaten. The natives employed by the party bad fled, 
leaving Undelo and the two other Americans to make 
their way down river to civilization ns best they 
could. The affair bad happened only a few hours 
before 'and it was sheer good fortune that they had 
encountered iny police party. 


As nearly ns Undele and I,could determine, the at- 


lack on Walton had been made by a detachment from 
the vagrant tribu of a chief named Ugnodo Sumbah. 
who wandered here and there with about one linn- 
tired followers, all that was left to him of a large 
force Which we had nearly wiped out five years be- 
fore. [Walton had been at some distance from camp 
when it happened, and when the camp blacks deserted 
it had been plain that pursuit without a stronger.force 
was useless. In that remote section XJgnodo and tils 
men would not trouble to travel far with their pris- 
oners and the stores they hnd stolen, and if we were 


1 en re fill we might steal up-on them Chat night and 


punish them. 
' 


As quickly as 1 could organize a guard'for my 


samp and detail a punitive force to the pirogue we 
set off. The twenty rowers placed us just before, 
sunset at the spot \rucre the attack m}d occurred. 
There we found several of the blacks who hnd de- 
sorted. They had come bnck after their, panic and 
were in a very despondent, hopeless state, waiting in 
camp for something to happen. They were agreed 
(hat the raiders were the men of Ugnodo Sumbah and 


I hat the party of twenty or morn hnd recrossed the 
river and gone up one of the tributaries. According 
to their reports the raiders were nble warriors and 
well armed. 


11: was a desperate chiincc to take, but I ftecldcd to 


go in pursuit at once and' practically yielded the com- 
mand l«> Uiidclc, whose familiarity with the natives 
mid wilh every little hit of African woodcraft made 
him a man to be respected in a hunt like this. 


Kowing way in the pirogue WHS made absolutely 


clear so that the big fellows could get a full, long 
stroke 
Squatted on thfi bow was Undele, In his 


iu,i~le worn hunting suit, a great soft hat crbwded 
il-.v-n over his oars and his black beard (lowing bnck 
over l:l« slionlilcra as !h« I'lroguu shot lino th« wind. 


close at hand. The rowers wore commanded by a 
huge Musorohgo, who stood at his full height and di- 
rected the course of the craft at times by the inclina- 
tion of his body and again by queer hissing commands 
to thc men. 


It was as stirring a picture as one could wish to 


see as we moved across the turgid river, first in tire 
slanting rays of the red declining sun and then in tho 
black shadows of the intervening trees. It, was finite 
dark before we had fairly entered the tributary we 
Were to ascend. 
' 


Through the Jungle. 


In an hour we "were moving in tho heart of the 


tropical night, with on I/ the sounds of nature about 
us. At times there would be a splash and a great 
puffing'hlssTnear us as some hippopotamus, disturbed 
by our sweeps; would sink to safety. High up on th« 
rocks we could hear 
11 hunting leopard's yawning 


cry, answered by a chorus of lions roaring on tho 
other bank, when? they had come down to clrluk. 
And again there would sound from tho forest heavy 
crashes that meant some heavy beast was ustlr there. 


For long spaces of time there would he H.I sound 


from the animals, but there was never complete still- 
ness because of the vast numbers of birds of nil stees 
in the riverside jungle. If one lost his porch and 
tried to regain it he would disturb a thousand others 
that flitted or flopped hither and thither through (lift 
thick dark. 


There Is no sound unless it be the report of a heavy 


gnu that will carry so far in til? African nlirlic as the 
noise of one or more of the big drums of which tins 
natives are so fond. A section of a hollow tree. 
whittled to a thin shell and highly seasoned nnd pol- 
ished, will make a bell-like sound if struck. evo:i 
when it has no drumhead on it, but. cover one or both 
ends with taut tanned skins and boat them will, n 
fiat wooden paddle and the sound could be hoard for 
ten miles. 


It must have been near midnight, judgir.s from the 


light of tbe rising moon beginning to show in tin- 
east, when Undele gave a sharp, clicking hiss, and 
the chief of rowers answered it. We had been swoop- 
ing up the river at high speed, dark as it was, all 
the time In danger of being precipitated into water 
that Is never safe for swimming thanks to its trcarh- 
erous character and its various dangerous inhabi- 
tants, and we went: on for fully nnolhcV bait hour 
before that hiss sounded once more from 
I lie how, 


and this time 1 know -what it meant. 
From 


somewhere ahead of us came the steady throb of the 
drums of Ugnodo Siimbah's bniid in camp—either the 
party we sought or another holding a celebration. 
Undele, with his trained white man's cars, and (lie 
standing blnck, whose oars needed no (mining, had 
board, that drum music Ions before It had readied our 


Now wo swung .In close to shore to get in the 


shadow of the overhaul:',,!;;' trees, as the stage of the 
river was high, and in a few minutest crept around a 
bond and could see on the bunch about two miles 
away several lingo tiros. As wo drew nearer it was 
possible to make out black figures dancing, leaping 
nnd running in and out among them. When we hud 
como as near as we could without danger of being 
seen we began to hug the shore very closely and at 
last disembarked. Tho party that went ashore con- 
sisted of four white men ami five black policemen 
armed with the best rifles. 


Carefully we crept through 'the bushes until we 


came to the pdgcs of the forest nearest the fire, and 
mere a terrible sight met our eyes. The cannibalistic 
ceremony was in full "progress. 
About one hundred 


blacks wore In^thc open space and it was very easy to 
make out the grim figure of old Ugnodo Sumbah. 


Near to His Death. 


Stripped nml tied to n stake was young Harris. 


Ho was still ulive," for we saw him turn his head sind 
there was a certain defiance In Ills attitude that sent 
u thrill through every white num there. 
He was 


facing death as a white man should. The men danc- 
ing about him had pricked him in « score of places 
with their weapons, and even ns we watched one

voice till it had the precise sound of the roar of a 
maddened beast. 


"Go: Go! Undele, or I will kill you too!" 
Undele threw lita rifle half up, pressing the muzzle 


of It against the black chieftain's chest, and pulled - 
the trigger. The body was literally hurled back from 
the weapon ns he fell dead. 


Now pandemonium came. 
Undele emptied his 


magazine Into the crowd that rushed Elm nnd then 
whipped out his Lugcr and put its nine bullets into the 
bunch of them. W<; were n little hindered In our fire 
by the fact that both Harris at the stake and Undele 
lighting for his life were in the line of our bullets. 
The roaring volley from our guns, however, caused n 
diversion. The blacks split into two parties. Quite 
a number fled toward the river and the others, rush- 
ing between Undele nnd the slake to which Harris., 
was tied, forced (he hunter back several paces, seek- 
ing to got inside the guard of his clubbed rifle, with 
which ho was laying about him rl^ht and loft. 


We wore, so heavily outnumbered that it was 


hardly the part; of wisdom to disclose our numbers as 
long as we were firing effectively from our cover and 
the suns sounded like several limes their number. 
Something had to be done at once, however, ns the 
men who had tied toward the river had turned nnd 
one of them was rushing on Harris with an uplifted 
spear. I dropped him ns he ran nnd dashed Into the 
open, drawing my hunting knife. 


I had reached (lie stake and bad been able to cut 


Harris partly free when attacked by three men from 
behind. Tarrying the blow of one's cltib, I ripped the 
fellow from his waist line down Into his bin with m'y 
knife and sprang out of the way of another's spear 
thrust. One of my Soudanese came running to my 
rescue and we got Harris loose. There were some 
big stones at the river brink, mid we literally dragged 
the weakened man in among those and dropped down 
there under their scanty cover. 


My rifle lind become Jammed nnd I begun work" 


with my pistol on thc blacks who had tied toward the 
river and were now returning slowly to attack us, 
thinking that we were no more than three or four in 
number. Undele was having the light of his life and 
was contriving to retreat on my men in the grass. 
Once ho was under cover of their rifles bo had a, 
chance to reload, and then came a little lull in the 


Outguessing the Blacks. 


It was a.very peculiar military situation. 
Our 


party was now divided. Harris and I had burrowed 
down among the big rocks on. the beach and the 


ol them their lives. There was safflcienti shelte* 
among the rocks for all of them, so at a signal from 
as the enemy had a long range for their weapon,* If 
using them from cover and If they nwbed! n» they 
must come across the open beach. The ttrew were 
dying down and the moonlight beginning to assert 
Itself. We might remain until daylight, bwt our sit- 
uation under the sun among rocks still warn from the 
previous day's heat would b« frightful. 


Undele hnd busied himself with some queer prepa- 


rations since he had got among tbe rocks and I could 
not see what he was doing and little guessed that a 
further surprise In African wood lore awaited me. 


Suddenly he leaped from his shelter and ran to 


where one of thc deserted drums lay, caught it up and 
hurried back, with a hall of missiles about blm. 


Setting thc drum against the rock and bracing It 


with his knee as he cronched, he began beating It first 
with his clenched first and then with tne spear draw* 


- from my unfortunate man. The result was a iort of 


set of signals, very simple, but plainly signals. 
, 


"What Is that for?" I asked. 
"I am sure your head boatman will nnderstand them 


If he Is a good Musorongo. Wo <nust be getting out 
of this hole." 


The enemy evidently guessed thc meaning of tot 


sounds, for the attack was resumed with great ferocity 
and it looked as if we were going to be rushed. Am- 
munition was running low. I was all out and began 
using the wounded policeman's rifle. 


Almost Immediately that Undeln bad concluded 


there came n far, faint cry from directly behind ua 
on the river, and in a few minute* WB could see a 
pirogue approached. Undele called out and my head 
boatman answered. He hnd wisely disobeyed my or- 
ders about remaining at tho landing polut, nnd, see- 
ing thc fight long sustained, had gone out Into the 
stream and held the bout at a point in the darkness 


being seen. 
Like some great black wnterb'rd tb« 


craft came sweeping in, and just as It. touched the 
enemy poured out of the long grass and came leap- 
Ing nnd yelling across the beach. 
Literally pitching 


covering the retreat. The last minute of it was hand 
'to hand in desperate fashion, but we got away from 
shore, and though the maddened wretches followed 
us 


1 am glad to say tiint Harris recovered fully from 


the effects of his frightful experience, but no man In 
nil the Congo is any sterner in his repression of cun- 
nibalism than the man who was so nearly paten.

DAIRY COW GAINS

In,-thi3 
way little difficulty would be experi- 
enced In keeping the drains free.

CARE OF A WARM HORSE. 


It Isn't an easy matter to heat a 


horse In the winter as it is during the 
summer, but when he once gets hot 
and tired In the winter, it's a mighty 
easy matter to Injure and torture the 
animal by leaving him exposed to the 
chill air: allowing him to get a stom- 
ach-full of Ice-cold water: or stuffing 
him full of grain before he thoroughly 
cools off. After glvjng him a few 
swallows of moderately cool water, he 
should he given a. little gentle exer- 
cise, blanketed, and placed in a close 
stall. At the end of an hour, he may 
be given a good draught of water, 
followed by plenty of grain and bright 
roughage.

One 
on the farm and two !n town, but all 
dependent on the farm. Two gener- 
ations ago nearly everybody lived on 
the land and It was the look-out of 
each family how they worked the 
land. 
Now with two-thirds of the' 


people in town, it not only concerns 
the men on the farm whether the crop 
Is good or not but also the man In 
tcwn who is dependent on the pro- 
duce 
of 
the 
land for 
his living. 


Whether the crop bo poor or good 
really affects the city man more than 
It does the farmer who can keep out 
enough for himself. If there Is no 
surplus it is not hard 1 > see who will 
suffer most. 


As industry develops we get more 


and more dependent on each other. 
The farmer, however, remains tho 
most Independent, and the way he 
carries on his work is of the most 
vital Importance to us all. 


The soil is the source of everything 
that calls forth the efforts of Industry. 
The people who till the 
soil 
have 


charge of the source of supply and^he 
rest 'have to go accordingly. 
If we 


want more to do with the farmer must 
produce more. To do that ;he must 
have more knowledge and skill in his 
work. As long as the land was vir- 
gin it would produce with any kind 
of 
husbanding. 
That farming 
IB 


hardly on a permanent basis yet Is 
shown by the abandoned farms In the 
east' and the decreasing values of 


these (lands In the face of increasing 
markets. 


As long as the farmer can only make 


the soil produce onerthird of what it 
is capable, so lonf must our manu- 
facturing, 
transportation, 
merchan- 


dising and banking remain at approxi- 
mately one-third of what it would b«, 
and largely for lack of special train- 
ing for his work on the part of the 
farmer. 


Who Is most Interested in the man 


who tills the soil being trained for 
his work? Without a doubt it Is the 
man in the city. He i* the one who 
should be the most insistent on agri- 
culture being taught In the 
public 


schools, and that the Agricultural Col- 
leges be given liberal support. 


The railroads are doing a great deal 


in encouraging the teaching of agri- 
culture. Many have placed trains at 
the services of the Agricultural Col- 
legea that they might equip it with 
apparatus, appliances and instructors 
and thus carry the teaching* of better 
farming to a great many people In a 
short time. Bankers are also active 
In encouraging the spread of better 
farming. 


There are no more northwestern 
states to open up BO that the only 
way to make any material increase In 
production is by making each acre, 
no/fr under cultivation, produce more. 
Three families to the farm and all de- 
pendent on It for a living—which IB 
the most interested in good tannins, 
the family on the farm or the two In 
town ?

nure, however, are very unstable, 
and decompose readily into ammonia 
and volatile ammonium compounds. 
Consequently, unless proper care is 
taken, large quantities of nitrogen, 
which might be used for fertilizing, 
are lost. 


Several methods have been sug- 


fested, for retaining this nitrosen. 
They consist In mixing with the ex- 
crement either an absorbing sub- 
stance or an acid compound which 
will chemically combine with the am- 
monia as fats as formed. 


Experience has shown that poultry 


manure, untreated, as well as that 
mixed with sawdust, lost half of Its 
nitrogen In the course of six months. 
Where' tho manure was stored with 
half of its weight of gypsum (land 
plaster) it lost a third, while that 
mixed -with an equal weight of gyp- 
sum and about one-fifth of its weight 
of sawdust retained all of the original 
nitrogen. 
Equally sood results were 


obtained by using from one-third to 
one-fourth of the weight of the ma- 
nure of either kalnite or acid phos- 
phate. 


I ' From the standpoint fcf the me- 
cha.nlcal condition, tho mixture with 
land plaster gives the leaBt desirable 
product, although the 
addition 
of 


sawdust aids materially In preventing 
the formation of hard cakes. 


When the manure is to be kept 


on'y a few days before applying, go^; 
results may be obtained with dfy 
loam or peat as an absorbent.
